Draft Enactment 
Doubtful: 
May Pass UMI

WASHINGTON ()—Congress 
split down the middle today on 
President Truman's plans for 


shoring up the nation’s military 
strength with universal training 
and revival of the draft. 

Party labels were lost in the 
shuffle as leaders divided over 
the two measures Mr. Truman 
said are needed to flex the mus- 
cles of a country that has become 
‘the principal protector of the 
free world’ against communism. 

The upshot seemed to be a 
trend toward giving the Presi- 
dent one—but not both—of the 
manpower raising laws. + Uni- 
versal military training looked 
like slightly the better bet of the 
two although the cards are stack- 


ed against UMT in the House 
right now. 

As a third step to halt the ag- 
gressive march of “one nation” 


Russia—Mr, Truman also call- 
ed for quick and final approval of 
the $5,300,000,000 Marshall plan 
for European recovery. 

The Senate already has passed 
its bill, And, within four hours 
of the President's address to Con- 
gress, the House foreign affairs 
committee stamped its okay on 
a similar program. 

The chief executive told a New 
York St. Patrick’s Day banquet 
audience last night that the big 
issue in the world now is “ty- 
ranny versus freedom”. 

“Our faith and our strength,” 
he. said, ‘must be made unmis- 
takably clear to the world.” 

Accuses Russia 

Bluntly, Mr. Truman accussed 
Russia of trying to sabotage the 
peace and of seeking to bring all 
of Europe under communist sway.

A school of agriculture second to none has been set as 
the goal for Chaffey college. Not only will the building 
itself be one of the most outstanding in California but the 
course of study as well. ; 

Rex Wignall, chairman of the agricultural department, 
gave a complete and exhaustive report to the board of trus- 
tees Tuesday night. By indicating that more would be 
done with citrus, poultry and horticultural courses he dem- 
onstrated that he had given considerable thought to the 
entire. agricultural program. His policy of adapting the 
coursé of study to the community should attract considerably 
more students than in the past. 

Another excellent recommendation made by Mr. Wignall 
was that a group of outstanding iarmers be selected from 
the Chaffey community to advise and help formulate the 
courses for the agricultural school. It is from this exchange 
of ideas between school and:community that the bést results 
can be obtained. 

For the future, Mr. Wignall saw the possibility of cem- 
onstrational school farms that would put into practice for 
the students the academic agricultural theories that they 
would be learning in the classrooms. Five acres of citrus 
and between 500-100 birds were suggested for those special- 
izing in citrus and poultry production, respectively. We hope 
that the day will not be far away when these “farms” will 
become an actuality for there still is no better way to teach 
than t6 combine theory with actual practical experience. 

There should be a bright future for the proposed expan- 
sion of the Chaffey agricultural school since it is to be based 
on a very sound ground—that of adapting the courses to 
the needs and interests of the community. Citrus is a very 
vital part ‘of the entire Chaffey district and a more all- 
inclusive courses in it will be welcomed by everyone. We 
shall be looking forward to the ultimate realization of the 
new Chaffey agriculturab school and hope that it will reach 
its goal of being the best in California.
